MNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OP  HEALTH. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

CAISTOR  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUl'JCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1946. 

H OU S IM G ; During  the  year  the  building  of  30  Council  Houses 
was  begun.  10  Private  Houses  were  completed  and  another  15  v;ere 
under  construction.  This  gives  a total  of  10  completed  houses  and 
45  under  construction. 

SEWAGE ; No  major  changes  or  additions  to  report. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES:  There  were  176  cases  notified  as  against 

383  in  1945.  Measles  showed  a drop  from  273  to  a total  of  111 
notified  cases.  Lhooping  Cough  dropped  from  56  cases  to  13,  Scarlet 
Fever  declined  from  34  to  29  cases.  Cases  of  pneuinonia  notified 
rose  from  7 in  1945  to  11  in  1946, 

Diphtheria  notifications  remained  practically  unchanged  v/ith 
5 cases  as  against  4 in  1945.  Tviro  of  these  cases  were  children 
under  15  years  of  age  and  one  of  these  had  been  immunised.  The 
remaining  throe  canes  were  adults  over  30  years  of  age,  327 
children  were  immunised  during  the  year.  Returns  from  29  schools  in 
the  Rural  District  shov/ed  that  88/o  of  the  1721  children  had  been 
immunised.  Ov/ing  to  the  considerable  movement  of  landworkcrs  to 
and  from  the  district  each  year  these  returns,  based  on  the 
immunisation  state  of  the  children  (in  the  schools  at  the  end  of 
the  year)  form  the  only  reliable  estimate  to  be  obtained.  (The 
Inclusion  of  children  ren.ident  in  the  Market  Rasen  Urban  District 
lov/ers  the  estimate  of  these  immunised  as  many  parents  refused  the 
treatment)  . 

GENERAL  HEALTH ; The  general  health  of  the  ppulation  of  the 
Rural  District  has  remained  fairly  satisfactory.  In  the  view  of  the 
haphazard  nature  of  the  water  supply  in  over  half  of  the  parishes  the 
absence  of  water  bom  diseases  is  particularly  noticeable. 

The  Infantile  mortality  rate  shows  a fall  which  is  very 
satisfactory . 

The  routine  examination  of  441  children  in  the  schools  of  the 
Districts  suggests  that  there  has  been  no  retrogression  in  their 
nutritional  state  since  1939.  Skin  diseases  in  particular  have  shovm 
a decrease  v/hile  the  incidence  of  dental  caries  in  the  younger  age 
groups  has  also  diminished, 

VifATER  SUPPLIES;  It  will  be  noted  from  the  estimates  given 
bclov/  that  a co-ordinated  and  extended  v/ater  supply  is  very  necessary.
